The conference adopted a Pastors’ Minimum Salary Plan of $30.00 per week, 
with the following provisions: : 

1. Pastors receiving aid from the Minimum Salary Fund must devote full 
time to the pastorate, same to be decided by the budget committee. 

2. The circuits receiving aid from the Minimum Salary Fund must pay the 
pastor an amount equal to or more than they paid last year and not less than 
$15.00 per week. 

3. Each superintendent and pastor (including those receiving aid from the 
Minimum Salary Fund) is requested to pay one week’s salary to the fund. 

4. An amount equal to 80 cents per member shall be placed in the Confer- 
ence Budget for this fund. 

5. All applications for aid from this fund must be in the hands of the con- 
ference treasurer not later than November 1, and no circuit shall receive aid 
which is ineligible at the beginning of the conference year. 

6. The administration of this fund is placed with the Conference Budget Com- 
mittee who shall have power to make adjustment of these provisions as circum- 
stances warrant. 

7. All funds are to be sent to the conference treasurer.

MINISTERS’ MUTUAL AID APPORTIONMENTS 


Single men with one appointment, $800; with two or more appointments, 
$900. Married men with one appointment, $950; with two or more appointments, 
$1,050. Ordained elders to receive $200 in excess of the foregoing and deacons 
$100 in excess of the before-mentioned. 

Any preacher who is a member of the conference, or who is serving a pas- 
torate, may draw from the fund 20% of any hospital, doctor or dentist bill 
incurred during the conference year, with a minimum payment from the fund of 
$7 and a maximum payment in any one year of $50. Such payments to be made 
only if the recipient has paid into the fund 30% of the tithe of his reported cash 
salary the previous year. All doctor and hospital accounts must be approved by 
the District Superintendent of the applicant for aid. 

A minister who fails in making the required payments to the fund in any 
conference year shall not be permitted to make up the deficiency the next year 
in order to qualify for aid. This last provision shall come into force after the 
1952 annual conference.
